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Promotion and Relegation 
for Season 1958 


Financial Commitments Due by July 31 


The article in “The Sporting Glube” of Wednesday, 
July 2, has set tongues wagging regarding promotion 
and relegation, so let’s analyse the position at present. 


OUNCIL, at the time of this 

publication, have not resolved 
the method which will operate, 
but it is reasonable to assume 
that two teams will be relegated 
from the State League — one 
team to enter the First Division 
North and the other the First 
Division South. 

The two Clubs to be promoted 
would consist of one team from 
First Division North and one from 
First Division South, but these 
Clubs would be required to have 
an enclosed ground and have ful- 
filled the obligations of the 
V.A.S.F.A. 

It would also be a probability 
that the bottom teams in First 
Division North and First Division 
South would be relegated to 
Second Division, and that the 
top teams in Second Division 
North and Second Division South 
would be promoted. 


If the Provisional League is 
continued, the two bottom teams 
would have to seek re-election. 
From the performances of certain 
teams in this League it would be 
essential that they be retained in 
the Association and become affili- 
ated members. i 

But, looking at the financial 
commitments of some Clubs, it is 
doubtful if, as is possible, they 
finish first or second in their section 
they would be granted promotion. 
Two of these Clubs are still owing 
moneys from season 1957. Other 
Clubs who may finish in the 
middle of their Divisions are also 
in debt to the Association. 

The Council has notified all 
Clubs that financial commitments 
for season 1958 must be met by 
July 31, 1958. This includes 
“Soccer News” payments. 

Assuming that certain Clubs 
do not meet their commitments,

* Golden haired Raich Carter, 
former star English inside for- 
ward and manager of Leeds Unit- 
ed for the past three years, has 
not had his contract renewed and 
has left the club. Carter said this 
decision was a great shock to him 
as in his first year as manager he 
steered them back to the first divi- 
sion. Carter said the directors 
gave him less than half the fee 
they received for John Charles to 
spend in replacing him 

* Manager Dave Russel, of 
Bury, who just missed promotion 
to Division two had his brilliant 
young inside forward standing on 
the touchlines several times last 
season — Jimmy Reid.
